Austen Chamberlain, British sec- 
retary for foreign affairs, plainly

He explained 
ut what inconvenience to the British 
cabinet and parliament he had come

all wished to show respect for the 
League and their high sense of the 
value of the things which the League

The British foreign secretary re- 


marked that he could only repeat 
the words of Marl of Balfour, that, 
if the League did not exist, “we 
should have to invent it.” He con- 
cluded that the respect of the Brit- 
ish Empire for the League of Na- 
tions and. its confidence in the 
League's faimess, impartiality and 
justice, was demonstruted by Great 
Britain's willingness to accept any 
decision to be rendered on the Irak 
trontier problem involving 4 settle- 
ment of the Mosul conflict. 


Signor Sa@landra of Italy, and 
I'ranio Mellé Franco of Brazil, as 
president of the council, also em- 
phasized the increasingly tniportant 
role the Leugue is filling as a 
mechanism for the amelioration of 
world conditions.

As for the prococol for the pac!

Great Britain's suggestion for @ 
postponment. It indicated that the 
protocal was very much alive and ds 
likely to continue to live. Dr. Benes, 
of Czecho-Slovakiz, said to the 
press men: 

“The protocol has teen signed by 
dixteen states and is being eagerly 
examined by all the slate members 
of the league. Tomorrow we hope to 
define the exact status of the proto- 
col and the arrangements for the 
disarmament conference by a series

Aristide Briand, of France, said 
he quite appreciated Britain's rea- 
sons for asking for a postponement. 

At the meeting of the council to- 
morrow morning Mr. Chamberlain 
will explain just why his govern- 
ment has requested more time, but 
it is understood he will not enter 
into any discussion of the merits or 
demerits of the protocol itself. 

To Appoint Committce 

In the meantime the council de- 
cided to appoint a upecial commit- 
tee of fifteen world jurists to in- 
augurate on a vast scope the study 
and codification of international 
law. 

The members of the committee 
will start a preliminary exchange of 
wiews by correspondence and will 
wive special study to the fortheon - 
ing conference on international law 
to be held at Lima and Rio Janeiro. 

The first meeting of the comnit- 
tee will probably be held in the 
spring at Geneva for the summar- 
vation of reports and the despatch 
of this document to all governments, 
who. will be asked to make sugges~ 
tions. Mventually, the council will 
decide whether to convoke a gel

Low rates of interest in world 
Money markets have naturally affect-

While hesitating to prophesy, I am 
gatisfied that a gradual improvement 
in the trade situation is occurring 
Btatistical returns support this view, 
‘gud, while there is irregularity in the 

{gmovement, in the main the trend 
4s upward. There has been a better 
t emand for steel in various forms, 
pecially from railroads; textile 
aden are gradually recovering from 
6 slump, and dealings in hides and 
eather have broadened. Othér in- 
fees may be cited; thus, car load- 
tre showed an increaese until effect- 
"ed recently by the smaller prairie 
rop, while building operations have 
ept pace with last year, which, in 
urn, showed a substantial increase. 


Oanada’s Foreign Trade. 


\ Figures of foretgn trade are en~ 
,couraging. In the twelve months’ 
‘period to October 81st the aggregate 
value of this commerce was $160,- 
000,000 greater than in the preced- 
ing year, the total being $1,895,000,- 
000. We have been able to reach this 
large amount chiefly because of the 
cnormous western grain crop in 1923, 
and, in a survey of economic condi- 
tions, there is no more satisfactory 
feature than the improvement in 
agricultural returns. Last year there 
was groater volume, this year there 
is greater value. Farm products have 
always made the largest contribu- 


tion to Canada's export trade, being | 


greater than the combined export 
value of all other commodities. 

The other outstanding item in 
respect of exports is forest products. 
In the seven months ending October 
21st, shipments of wood and wood 
products, including paper, declined in 
value about $18,000,000, as compared 
with the preceding year, this de- 
crease occurring in lumber and not 
in paper. On the import side 
shrinkage 1s again recorded, so much 
as $76,000,000 since March Sist, and 
while lower prices may account for 
some of this decrease, the cause must 
be attributed to a quiet condition ot 
domestic trade. A gratifying feature 
of the statistics of foreign trade is 
the growth of favorable balance. In 
the last seven months, the excess of 
exports over imports amounted to 
$120,000,000, as compared with an 
excess of $15,000,000 in the corres- 
ponding period of last year, and if 
the comparison is carried over a 
twelve months’ period, the favorable 
balance is found to be still greater. 
I regard this increase in Canada's 
foreign trade credits as an augury of 
a not distant improvement in domes- 
tie business. 

Foreign competition, which for 
some time past had been anticipated, 
is now being keenly felt in several 
basic Canadian products in neutral 
markets. This situation is due to 
the advantages the exporting coun- 
tries abroad possess in their depre- 
ciated currencies and cheaper and 
more industrious labor. 


Immigration. 


Immigration has been disappoint- 
ingly small, and without increase in 
population, increase in production 
will remain obstinately slow. The 
problem belongs to other hands than 
mine, but I am convinced the day is 
not distant when this favored land 
of Canada will be sought by the sur- 
plus population of Great Britain and 
Europe, as well as by those thrifty 
classes who will here find opportun- 
ity for further improving their condl- 
tion. It is trite to say that if the
